1.  Addendum #2 to Contract - Whitman, Requardt & Associates, LLP - On-call 
     Sanitary Engineering Services

monitoring, flow modeling, sewershed studies, sanitary sewer overflow removals, permitting,
construction phase services, manhole rehabilitation, lateral replacement and rehabilitation,
surveying and geotechnical investigations.

At the direction of the Chairman, the Secretary read this resolution to authorize the
County to accept a donation of tractor trailers and drivers from Giant of Maryland LLC for
transferring surplus food from State to County warehouses for redistribution to County food
banks and pantries on three occasions during 2011.  Timothy Griffith appeared.  There being no
discussion, upon motion by Councilman Oliver seconded by Councilwoman Bevins, this
Resolution was unanimously approved.   

6. Res. 9-11 - Accept Gift from United Way of Central MD - Employment Services 
   for Homeless

At the direction of the Chairman, the Secretary read this resolution to authorize the
County to accept a grant to provide comprehensive employment services to the homeless in
Baltimore County. Timothy Griffith remained.  There being no discussion, upon motion by
Councilman Oliver seconded by Councilwoman Almond, this Resolution was unanimously
approved.

3.  Res. 6-11 - Property Tax Exemption - DAV - Allen O. Sullender 

At the direction of the Chairman, the Secretary read this resolution to approve the refund
of certain real property taxes collected from Allen O. Sullender who is entitled to an exemption
from State and County real property taxes by reason of the exemption afforded to disabled
veterans under State law.
